No air activity was observed throughout the day and In the morning of 24 April. 

The field was located in a level area without obstacles and bordered by a 
barbed wire fence to the t;est. Its length from north-northwest to south- 
southeast was about 4 km. Its eastern border could not be identified*^ There 
was a concrete runway., about 2,200 meters long and 70 meters vide* which 
extended from northwest to southeast. In the evening, it was lighted by 
low yellow lamps, about 50 meters apart. The buildings, most of which were 
located in the western or northwestern corner of \he field, seemed to be new. 

No hangars were seen at the field* A road leading from KiskunXachaza to the 
field crossed the railroad line, from which a spur track branched off in t ha 
southern section of KlijkuJilachasa railroad * static v south of the road.
